can conceive of a time when it will bo 
to Germany's advantage to have a 
portion of the Russian navy locked 
up. Austria and Italy are not mov- 
ing at Constantinople whore all the 
powers, therefore, except Russia and 
Great Britain, are quiscent. Russia 
wou.d not use tho Dardanelles now if 
she could, in the opinion of experts 
hero, becauso her'Blaek sea fleet is not 
ready for a far eastern campaign and 
if it were ready Russia would wait 
until her Baltic fleet is thoroughly 
equipped. It is believed that Russia 
could not hope for a decisive naval 
success without the Baltic, Black sua 
and Mediterranean squadrons uniting 
and proceeding east together, as oth- 
erwise they would be destroyed piece 
meal.

Tho 
defense claimed that Rodman L. Da- 
vis and C. W. McMullen, who acted 
as deputy prosecuting attorneys, had 
not been legally installed in those po- 
sitions and that they had no right In 
the grand jury room before or after 
that body had reported Its finding. 
Tho court held, however, that 
the 


plea in abatement was too general In 
its character and not specific. 
He 


therefore overruled it and Congress- 
man Marion Griffith, attorney for the 
defense, noted exceptions to the de- 
cision of the court. 
The case was

him. walking down the Lake Erie 
tracks, and at tho crossing1 he evi- 
dently turned wostwai-d along the 
south track of the Pennsylvania to- 
ward tho rolling mills.

lieved he stopped off the south track 
to avoid an castbound freight nnd in 
doing so walked directly In. front of 
westbound passenger train 
No. 9. 


Tho injuries indicate that ho must 
have been throwr partially beneath 
tho passiUfi freight train. 


Coroner StulU, -vho made an exam- 


ination, discovered that Aher's neck 
wns broken, both 
shoulders 
were 


fractured, and both 
legs 
crushed 


three inches above the ankles. There

bruised. The remains were removed

son, or Dixon, who had hilled Police- 
man Coll.'it. Hundreds came over tne 
traction lines and others in vehicles, 
attracted by the news of the lynching:. 
At the court house nnd sheriff's resi- 
dency which stand side by side, the 
people gathered in knots 
nnd dis- 


cussed the tragedy 
There Is appar- 


ently nj disposition to make an ef- 
fort to discover the mob leaders 
"While the lynching is deplored, the 
community is almost a unit in. be- 
lieving it has taught the lawless ele- 
ment of the city a,wholesome lesson. 
Mayor Charles J. Bowlus did every- 
thing possible to prevent tho lynch- 
ing. 
Major T. J. Kirkpatrick called 


on companies B and E, Third Ohio, 
at 1C.45 last night, but it was Im- 
possible to get the soldiers together. 
Judge J. K. Mower, of the commoi 
pleas court, is deeply chagrined ovet 
tlie action of the mob. He was mak- 
ing; arrangements to call a special 
grand jury to tiy Dickerson. It is 
not believed there will he any Inves- 
tigation into the action of ihe mob 


Dlxon shot Policeman Collis Sun- 


day morning in tne former's room in 
the Jnnic's hotel and Collis died nt 
noon yesterday. 
Collis had served 


twelve years on the force nnd was 
regarded as one of the most reliable 
and efficient men in the police depart- 
ment. He had gone to Dixon's room 
on the negro's request, 
Dlxon. said 


Ills mistress had his clothes in her 
possession and had got the consent 
of Jones, tho colored proprietor, to 
keep Dixon away from his house. 


SHOT WOMAN AND OFFICER. 
Collls accompanied Dlxon to the 


room nnd in a short time tho man 
and woman engaged in a quarrel, 
which resulted in Dlxon shooting the 
•woman, who Is variously known as 
Anna or Matfcle Corbln, in tho left 
breast just over ch« heart. She fell 
unconscious nt tho first 
shot nnd 


Collis Jumped toward the negro to 
prevent hja escape from tho room. 
Dixoii then fired four balls, into Col- 
lis, tho last of which penetrated his 
nbdomon. 


Dlxon then fled from the room nnd 


a« he started to go down the stairs 
the dying policeman sent two bullets 
through tJie glass door, neither of 
which struck the mark. Collis then 
staggered down the stairs 
and on 


reaching tho street emptied tho re- 
maining chambers _of his gun nt the 
fleeing negro. He wns not hit, how- 
ever, nud went immediately to police 
headquarters nnd gave h.mself up. 
Ho was taken to jnll nnd Collis and 
the wounded ncgress were taken to 
tho hospital.

RACE RIOTS RAGE 


IN SPRINGFIELD 


White Mobs Put Torch to Negro 


Quarter of Ohio City and Mili- 


tia is Now in Control. 


Springfield, Ohio, March 0.—8:30 


n.'m.—The situation has not changed 
here since 3 a. m., when the mob was 
dispersed after about a 'dozen build- 
ings had been burned. The militia 
from Dayton, Miamisturg and other 
points are maintaining 
g'octl order 


and it is not thought that there will 
be any more violence since the troops 
havo taken possession of the town. 
The soldiers 
ore 111 'command oC 


Mayor Bowlus, who is of the opinion 
•that the reign of terror is over. The 
troops are in immediate command o£ 
Col. H. T. Mead, of Dayton, who is 
in constant communication "with G-ov- 
ernor Herrick. But it is thought this 
morning that the troops will return1 
home today, as the mob seems to have 
spent its fury, although .the leves 
district was not entirely wiped out 
Just night and its colored inhabitants 
driven away.

innocent persons the authorities con- 
sonrted to the demand of the mob foi 
tho right man.

paved court In the jail yard. Tear- 
ing nn attempt on the part of the po- 
lice to rescue him, the lenders formed 
a hollow square. Some one knocked 
the negro to the ground and those 
near to him fell back four 
or five 


feet. Nine shots were fired into bis 
prostrate body and satisfied that he 
was dead a dozen ir.cn grabbed the 
lifeless body nnd with a triumphant 
cheer the mob surged into Columbia 
street and marched to Fountain ave- 
nue, 
one of the principal thorough- 


fares of the town. Prom hero they 
marched south to tho intersection -f 
Main street and a rope was tied 
around 
Dixon's neck. 
Two men 


climbed the pole and threw the rope 
over the topmost cross-arm and drew 
the body about eighteen feet above 
the street. Thoy then descended and 
their work was greeted with a cheer. 
The fusilnde then began and

and 


post roads, laid before the house of 
representatives a closely printed doc- 
ument of 218 pages, recounting the 
instances on. file in the postomce de- 
partment in which members of the 
senate and house of representatives 
have used their "influence" with offi- 
cials of the postomce department with 
more or less success to secure in- 
crease in salaries of pasrtnmsters, ad- 
ditional clerk hire and advantageous 
leases of buildings for postoffice pur- 
poses. 


The report is made by the unani- 


mous vote" of the members of 
Mr. 


Over-street's committee, in response to 
n resolution calling for the informa- 
tion, introduced by Bopresentatlve 
Hay, of Virginia. As the informa- 
tion accompanies the -report, the com- 
mittee recommends that the resolu- 
tion lay on the table. 


Some of the transactions involving 


members of congress recorded in the 
report ore held to be technical viola- 
tions of the statutes, others are pro- 
nounced by members who have the 
report as clearly censurable, while in 
the majority of cases it is held that 
-members in 
making 
their recom- 


mends to the department; expected

Three cases are set forth in which 


nembers of congress own buildings 
nrhlch are leased to the government 
for postofflco purposes.

Chairman Overstreet aa follows; 
"Section 3739 of the revised statutes 
provides:

ecute, hold or enjoy, in whole or in 
part, any contract agreement made 
or entered in behalf of the United 
States oy any officer or person au- 
thorized to make contracts on behalf 
of the United States.' 


"The statutes further provide:

RUSSIAN SUCCESS 


WILL AID AMERICA 


American Railway Men Declare Inter- 


ests of United States Lie With 


Russia Rather Than Japan. 


Paris, March 7.—-Representatives of 


large railroad industries in the Unit- 
ed States, which have been supplying 
extensive equipment to Russia, 
are 


receiving reports from their agents 
in Russia and the far east giving the 
extent of the war operations and re- 
ferring1 to the probable effect upon 
business. 


One of these reports from, an Amer- 


ican railroad, 
official at St. Peters- 


burg, having Intimate

connections, says it is the purpose to 
restrict Russia's military forces for 
the present to five divisions—thrae 
from Siberia and two from western 
Russia—each division to number 25,-

total active forces, It is believed the 
restriction results 
from the inade- 


wero chosen temporal y nnd perma- 
nent chairmen of the republican state 
convention which meets April 2G.

11 O'Clock Sunday 


The lifeless rem-xins of Basil Kny- 


lor, fourteen years cf! age, nre still 
hidden somewhere beneath the torrent 
of swirling waters and the mnsa of 
Ice that fill tha 
bed of St Mary's 


liver in the vicinity of Fort Wayne. 


Young Kaylor, who was tue sen 


of Mr. and Mrs. Lyman Knylor, of 
2825 South Calhoun 
street, went 


down to his death in the river near 
the bridge nt the foot of Soulh Broad- 
way at 11 o'clnk Sunday morning. 
With a number of young companions, 
the 
Kaylor boy had 
gone to the 


vicinity of 1hc- Esmond dam Sunday 
morning and was playing about unc-n 
the Ice which is massed In tiie river 
at that point. He ventured too nenc 
nn airhole nnd plunged through the 
thin ice into nn opening- something 
like ten feet in diameter a: a point 
ivher* the water 
wns twenty-Tour 


feet in depth and the current very 
strong. 


His companions hcnrd a scream nnft 


a splash and turned to see the Kny- 
lor lad scrambling frantically in tho 
murky waters, attempting to clutch 
nt the thin ice at tiie edge of Uio open 
water, which ngaln and ftgnin broke 
ns he attempted to climb upon It. 
HJs companions were so terrified ana 
excited that L-cforc they could make 
nn effort to rescue him young Kaylor 
had been swept hanenth 1ho ice by tTie 
strong current «nd nil hope of saving 
bis life wns gone. Then the alarm 
wns given and as soon AS the police 
department wns notified Lieutennnt 
Lapp, with Officers Paul, 
Dlckson 


nnd Terry and Drivers Relcltnrt nnd 
Blum, equipped with the patrol boat, 
grappling hooks nnd rope, hurried 
to the scnne. 


Tho fact that ice several feet in 


-thickness covered the entire river 
nnd that the current nt this point 
is very swift made anything like a 
thorough, dragging of the river im- 
possible, and tliere wns absolutely 
nothing to indic.itft either the direc- 
tion -which the body hnd taken or the 
distance- it had been carried by the 
current. 
Despite Ihe almost Hope- 


less cutlook the police remained nt 
(he tnsk throughout the afternoon, 
working in the rain, 
while a big 


crowd from the river bnnk watched 
their efforts to find the lad's body. 
Dnrkness found no progress nnd the 
men were compelled to abandon t?te' 
search 
for the night, 
though tiie 


ngonised father bagged them piteous- 
ly to continue. 
In the light of the 


circumstances many believe It will 
lie impossible to find the body until 
the ice leaves the river, unless tue 
remains shall be by chance cast up 
by the waters. So inpid was the cur- 
rent at the spot where -the Ind went 
down that when the poles attached 
to the grappling haoks wcr-i lowered 
into the strenra they were Almost 
twisted out of the hnnds of the men 
holding them.

He 
was tetrarch, or governor, of Galilee and 
Peraea for more than 30 years.

unto his servants:" Not hie menials, 
but the courtiers. "This Is John the 
Baptist:" 
A guilty conscience makes 


men superstitious. Herod had not re- 
covered from the shock -which his own 
terrible act had given him. He was 
many times a murderer, but lie was not 
manj- times a murderer in cold blood an 
to humor a whim, of euc,h men as Job 
'•'If we mistake not, (hat dissevered hea 
was rarely absent from H&rod'shaunte 
imagination from that day forward tl 
ho lay upon his dying bed."—Farra

must, have taken place at tho cast-le 
Machaeriia. where John wnn'fmprlwr 
"Ho uromtfled . . . to give her wbatso 
ever eho fihould nek:" A mod promlscfo 
any king to make, but ft wan late, hli 
brain wasinnftnicdwlthdrlnk.thedriink 
en courtiers were cheering him on, nnt 
ho made It with many a great oath. He 
supposed she would nnk a neclilace 
precious stones—a. fortune, or a palace

conscience, his own best Interests, tho 
good of the kingdom—counseled one 
course, but Herod took the other. Why' 
Tn the flrst place, liquor. Men underthp 
Influence of liquor are enemies to them- 
selves and all that during their sober 
hours they hold most dear. In the sec- 
ond place, rowardtce. He niacfe ni ros'h 
promise with the fumcp of liquor In his 
brain; he kept it. not because ho was In 
tho habit of keeping promises, but be- 
cause "of them which sat at meat with 
him." 
He .was ashamed to back down 


in the very hour of his boastful promise. 
He was too ranch of a coward'to do what 
he knew was right. His code of honor 
was a false one; he did not realize that 
to keep a bad promise was a greater dis- 
grace than to make It, And so he com- 
mitted one of the most ghastly murdera 
in all history. His life fs a warning, for 
his weaknesses, dangers and tempta- 
tions are the same as ours.
